Kishi, Top Tories 


Decide to Call for 
May 22 Election 


The election date is May 22, a Thursday. 

The date for Japan’s first election of a new House 
of Representatives in more than three years was de- 
cided at a meeting yesterday of the top executives of 


the rul Liberal-Democratic 
Party. e election date will be 
officially announced on May 1. 


The election date was fixed 
at a meeting between Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi and 
four other party leaders—Bam- 
boky Ohno, vice president; Sho 
Jiro Kawashima, secretary gen- 
eral: Eisaku Sato, chairman of 
the Executive Board, and Takeo 
Miki, chairman of the Policy 
Hoard, 


The top Tories also decided to 
dissolve the House of Repre 
sentatives on April 25 or 26. 


They agreed to dissolve the 
House on the day when the So- 
cialist noneonfidence motion 
against the Cabinet is presented 
to a plenary session of the 
House. However, they failed to 
reach final conclusion on wheth- 
er to carry out the disbandment 
on April 25, as wanted by the 
Socialists, or on April 26 by 
having the presentation post- 
poned one day. 

Informed sources said the 
Tory Leaders are considering 
blocking submission of the non- 
confidence motion April 25 if 
the Socialists fail to give full 
cooperation in deliberation of 
pending bills. 


The ruling party executives 
have not yet decided whether 
to dissolve the House of Repre- 
sentatives immediately before a 
vote is taken on the noncon- 
fidence motion or.after it has 
been voted down, 


Earlier yesterday, leaders of 
the two main parties held a 
series of conference aimed at 
speeding up Diet deliberations 
on major bills. 


The conferences followed a 
meeting Friday night between 
Kishi ond Socialist Party Chair- 
man Mosaburo Suzuki. 


The first of yesterday's “work- 
ing level” conferences was at- 
tended by the secretaries 
eral and chairmen of the Diet 
Policy Committees of the two 
parties. They discussed the 
schedule for handling legislation 
pending in the Diet. 


As of Friday, 84 of the 159 
bills presented by the Govern- 
ment have been passed by both 
Houses, 50 of the remainder had 
passed either the House of 
Representatives or the HouSe of 
Councillors, and the rest were 
under deliberation by either of 
the two Houses. 


Among the important bills 
now in the Lower House, the 
Minimum Wage Bill is believed 
due to be scrapped. 


At yesterday’s conference. 
the Liberal-Democrats requested 
Socialist cooperation for pass- 
age of the 50 bills waiting to be 
approved by one of the Houses. 


They include legislation for 
revision of the Public Office 
Election Law, amendment of 
the Pension Law, change of the 
laws concerning self-defense to 
increase the Ground = Self-De- 
fense personnel by 10,000, and 
the renewal of the Criminai 
pie and Criminal *Procedure 
code. 


The Socialists promised to co 
operate in passing the bills if 
the LiberalDemocrats show 
sincerity in passing the Law 
for Promoting Education in 
Outlying Areas, the Tabie of 
Quota Law Amendment Bill and 
revision of the bill for amend- 
ing the Criminal Procedure 
Code, 


Discussion of the detailed ar- 
rangements later were transfer- 
red to a ‘four-man confer 
ence attended by the Upper 


, House Diet Policy Committee 


chairmen of the Liberal-Demo- 
eratic and Socialist Parties, since 
the focal points of Diet delibera- 
tions had now shifted to the 
Upper House, 

At this conference, 
conclusion was reached, and it 
was agreed to continue talks 
Monday.

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Eclipse Observed 
Successfully Here 


Complete success in observa- 
tion of the annular eclipse of 
the sun was reported in ail 
parts of Japan yesterday as 
clear weather prevailed through- 
out the country. 

Rainy weather in all parts of 
the country Friday, with the ex- 
ception of certain parts of Hok- 
kaido, caused astronomers to 
fear that yesterday's eclipse 
would not be seen. 

Yesterday's annular eclipse 
was the last one that could be 
observed in Japan during this 
century. The next one will be 
in May 2012. 

The eclipse started in the In- 
dian Ocean around 11 a.m. and 
the moon's shadow cut a path 
through Bangkok, Taipei, Nan- 
sel Islands, southern Izu Islands 
and ended in waters north of 
Hawail, 

The duration of yester- 
day's .eclipse was the longest 
this century. 

To observe the phenomenon, 
the Japan Council of Science ap- 
propriated ¥5 million to dis- 
patch teams to Hachijojima Is- 
land and Aogashima in the Izu 
group, Tanegashima off Kyushu, 
and Takarajima Ryukyu. 

The previous solar eclipse ob- 
served in Japan was on Rebun 
Island off Hokkaide in May 1948. 

Perfect weather over Tanega- 
shima enabled the observation 
teams to successfully observe 
the annular eclipse. 

More than a dozen selected 
science students assisted the 
Kyoto University team station- 
ed at Nishino Junior High 
School grounds. 

A report from Tanegashima 
quoted the leader of the Kyoto 
University observation team as 
saying that they obtained a con- 


ac: @greement because fishing in 
these areas is of vital impor- 
tance for the small fishermen 
of our country.”

Hundreds of others arrived by 
sir, swelling the island's popula- 
tion by more than 1,000 yester- 
day. 

On Tokara Island the eclipse 
began at 12:43.15 p.m. and last- 
ed 7 minutes and 5 seconds 
while at Hachijojima it lasted 
5 minutes and 49 seconds from 
1:15.48 p.m, 

In Tokyo, the maximum oc 
clusion came at 1:19 p.m. The 
man in the street as well as 
school children watched the 
phenomenon through dark 
glasses. 

The error in the predicted 
time for the beginning of the 
eclipse in Tokyo afea yesterday 
was half a second, the Tokyo 
Observatory im Mitaka said. 

The first schedule for the 
start of the eclipse was given 
by the observatory as 11:30:32 
a.m., which was later corrected 
as 11:30:29 a.m. taking Into con- 
sideration the height of the 
mountains on the moon, 

The actual observation of the 
eclipse however, showed that it 
started actually at 11:29:50 a.m.

In a converted barn in the 
grounds of his house he holds 
chapel services every Sabbath 
morning and evening, conducts 


a Sunday school, and gives a | 


reguiar Bible class. The barn 
has no pulpit. A amall organ, 
two rough-hewn wooden tables 
and about 20 wooden chairs are 
the only equipment of the cha- 
pel, 

The Komeda home is also se 
“bring-your-child” day nursery 


where he, with his wife and 
Christian nurses, look after 30 
children from neighborhood 
farming families. At the 


request of the local police the 
Rev. Komeda also runs a con 
sultation service on juvenile 
problems. 

He often goes out on business 
or lecture tours in and out 
of his community—his cane 
being his only companion. 
About once a year he goes to 
Tokyo on mission business— 
alone and unassisted. 


The Rev. Komeda was bern 
on Oct, 9, 1913 as a normal baby 
to a well-to-do family in Kobe. 
He was afflicted with rickets 
when a baby. All availabie 
medical care was given, but in 
vain. He became a hunchback 
for life. 


When he reached school age, 
his parents, fearing that he 
would be teased by fellow 
school mates in a city school, 
sent him to his grandfather who 
lived in the village where the 
Christian worker now lives. 
The old man being influential, 
the parents thought perhaps 
the child could be better pro 
tected at the village school. 


The boy was always carried 
to the school on a maid’s back. 
But his physical disability made 
his attendance rare. The schovu. 
authorities graduated him a 
year before he was to finish the 
six-year course. 


He went back to his parental 
home in Kobe. It was seldom 
that he went out to play. He 
always kept to himself and read 
omnivorously for solace. in 
time he learned English and 
German through books. He de 
veloped an interest in electric 
engineering (his father was di- 
rector of the Kobe City Electric 
Bureau) and read widely on the 
subject. He also learned by 
himself to make radio sets. 


But somehow he was sad and 


lonely. As he grew older he 
sank deeper and deeper into de- 
jection. Eventually he was 


seized by despair and resolved 
on guicide. He set about mak- 
ing an apparatus for electrocut- 
ing himself. He was 17 then. 


Then one day he found on his 
father’s bookshelf a Bible—a 
gift from a subordinate who had 
sought to interest him in 
Christianity. He began idling 
He became acutely in- 
terested: it was different from 
any Of the books he had read.

He became absorbed in the 
book. In time he felt an irre- 
sistible urge to pray. One day 
he offered his first prayer: “On 
God, have pity on me.” It gave 
him peace of mind that he had 
never experienced before. 

He began to read religious 
books. A volume by the late 
Kanzo Uchimura impressed him 
deeply. ft said in effect: “lt 
is not given to every one to 
create an art or an ideology, 
but every man can tell people 
that God loves all.” 

Another book he read was by 
leper poet Umito Akashi, who 
said: “Leprosy, too, is a heaven- 
ly blessing.” The boy received 
an electrifying inspiration 
“What a coward I have been!” 
Until then he had always beea 
shy. When there were visitors 
to his home, he'd hide in the 
innermost room. Now he was 
cheerful, aggressive. 

In 19382 he went back to his 
childhood village. He kept read- 
ing the Bible. He was now an 
earnest Christian in fact but 
not in name: he hedn’t been tc 
a church. 

In 1946 he came into contact 
with a pastor from Kobe who 
until then had been working 
as a wartime draftee at a lum- 
ber mill not far from the vill- 
age. On Sept. 8 of that year he 
was carried on a man’s back to 
Kobe—to be baptized by his 


stor friend, the Rev. Takeo 
oshino, at the Futatabisu!i 
Church. To his surprise, the 


church was within a stone's 
throw of his birthplace. After 
the baptism, the pastor put his 
arm around the newly baptized 
and prayed: “Oh God, may Thou 
use this man to tell Thy words 
to the people of Yamato!” 
(Yamato is the ancient name of 
Nara Prefecture). 

The following month Komeda 
opened his home as a piace o/ 


worship. In 1953 he started a 
nursery. In the same year he 
passed a stiff examination 


which qualified him as “Hokyo 
shi” (assistant missionary). 
He was married in 1942. His 
family had objected, to the 
marriage, fearing he was unfit 
for a married life. His wifes 
family all but forsook her. 
Today they are frequent visitors 
to the Komeda home. Every 
one in his family has been 
baptized since he began his 
missionary work—even his 
father, long an anti-Christian, 
who died a Christian in 1952. 
“From time to time I experi 
ence incidents unique to me, 
the Rev. Komeda chuckles. 
Once, a child in his nursery 
bluntly asked: “Teacher, are 
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The missionary took | 
out hie note book and asked 
his name and address so he 
could send him a Bible. 


A crowd surrounded the pair. 
Not hearing their conversation, 
many in the crowd shouted a‘ 
the policeman; “Let him gol! 
You're wasting your time being 
harsh to that poor Iittle 
man,” 

The Rev. Komeda'’s wish for 
the future: to build a “small, 
compact” church and a nursery 
in separate places and to con- 
vert his house into a home for 
the physically handicapped. 


Prosecutors Search 
3 Stock Companies 


The Tokyo District Prosecu- 
tors Office Priday night search- 
ed head offices in Tokyo of three 
major securities companies sus- 
pected of tax evasion. They 
confiscated documents. 

The three companies are the 


Nomura, Daiwa and Yamaichi 
securities firms. 
The three securities com- 


panies are suspected of having 
registered stocks of customers 
under the companies’ name and 
thus helped investors evade 
taxes on cividends. 

Suspicion arose as a result of 
an investigation of an official of 
the Nikko Securities Co,, arrest- 
ed last month on the charge of 
irregularities in regard to the 
registering of the names of 
stockholders. 

An official of Yamaichi said 
the question of registering 
stocks of customers under Ya- 
maichi had been settled with 
the tax authorities. 

He said that the firm was re 
quested by the tax office after 
the March-end deadline to re 
submit tax declarations. 

He said such declarations 
were made around April 15 after 
consulting the customers. 

The prosecutors may consid- 
er such resubmittance IMegal 
but there should be no problem 
with the tax authorities, he said. 

A spokesman for the Nation- 
al Tax Administration Agency 
said yesterday that the agency 
had nothing to do with the 
search of three big securities 
companies conducted by the To- 
kyo District Prosecutors Office 
Friday night. 

Taking a stand completely op- 
posite to that of the prosecu- 
tors office, the spokesman said 
that the agency's line of policy 
was to have primary resort to 
administrative measures such 
as requiring securities com- 
panies to revise their declara- 
tions spontaneously to remedy 
this situation,

Rostropovich Plays Solo

OSAKA — Mstislav Rostropo- 
vich performed the solo part 
in Prokofiev's Symphony for 
Cello and Orchestra’ Friday 
night in the third appearance 
of the Leningrad Philharmonic 
at the Osaka Festival. 

Still in his early 30’s, Rostro- 
povich has already earned a re- 
putation throughout Europe 
and the United States as one of 
the top-ranking cellists of to- 
day. He has an amazing tech- 
nique but his playing is seem- 
ingly so effortless as to cause 
the listener to forget the diff- 
culties involved. The tone 
which he produces on his Italian 
khati, an instrument belonging 
to the state collection, is warm 
and vibrant, 

Prokofiev called his composi- 
tion a symphony because it has 
four movements instead of the 
three usually found in the con- 
certo. The second and third 
movements are not separated, 
however, and in this respect 
are slightly reminiscent of the 
fusion of the andante and 
scherzo movements in the 
Franck symphony.

Although the composition was 
one of Prokofiev's last :t is less 
modern in style than some of 
his earlier works. In later life 
his objective was to strive for 
greater simplicity and more 
melody. He believed that this 
was the only direction for the 
music of the future to follow as 
it had reached the height of its 
complexity. His sympaony for 
cello and orchestra bears out 
this objective, and generally 
avoiding a complex texture, re 
lies principally on dynamic 
rhythm and melodic iine to car- 
ry i along. The prevailing 
spirit is romantic and the bite 
and mockery of his earlier 
works is largely gone.

nosuke who was the adopted 
son of Kikugoro V. 
On the evening program, 
“Yuhide,” which is a sort of fol- 
low-up number on the play 
“Kazunomivya,” is one of the 
featured plays. “Kazuno-miya”™ 
was very successfully produced 
twice by the Shimpa troupe in 
the past few years, and tells the 
somewhat lacrimose tale of 
Princess Kazurncmiya, sister of 
the them emperor, who was 
forced to give up Prince Arisu- 
gawa to whom she had been be- 
trothed since childhood, to leave 
the Kyoto court and become the 
bride of the Tokugawa shogun 
im Edo (¢Tokye), the victim of 
a political maneuver to form ties 
between the court and the sho 
gumate government. 

The earlier play “Karuno- 
mivya” was centered around the 
princess herself. and was a beau- 
tifully produc ed play in a pie- 


fa.” 

in “Yuhide” she might be said 
to be the princess’ alter ego, a 
passionate woman to whom love 
and desire came first, as opposed 
to the princess who was forced 
by reyel obligation to live up 
to her role and become the wife 
of the shogun rujer, Whereas 
the princess was a doll-like 
evymbol, Yuhide is a vividly liv- 
ing creature. 

Yuhide loved the princess 
whor she served; but she aiso 
secretivy and passionately loved 
the same man, Prince Arisu- 
gawa, The story of Yubide is 
the story of her two great con- 
fiicting loves. When Kazuno- 
miva left for Edo, Yuhide insti- 
tuted herself lIterally as the 
¥ princess’ substitute, serving the

With the fall of the Tokugawa 
shogunate, the court came into 
power again; and Prince Arisu- 
gawa was one of the generals 
of the loyalist foree. Aazuno- 
miva, now a cloistered widow, 
was ordered to evacuate Edo 
together with other shogunate 
members. Yuhide, the princess’ 
“other self.” finds that with 
Kazunomiya'’s return she is no 
longer needed, as Prince Arisu- 
gawa coldly sends her away, 
full of jov at the coming re 
union with Kazunowmiya. 

Yaeko Mizutani plays the role 
of Yuhide, and also appears 
briefy as Kazunomiya in an 
effective “hayagawarf” (quick 
change of roles); Shotaro Hana- 
yagi is Prince Arisugawa again 
as in the earlier play.

Canada Textile Body Says 
Japan Quotas Unrealistic 


OPTAWA (Kyodo UP)—The 
Primary Textiles Institute 
charged Friday that attempts 
by the Japanese cotton indus- 
try t control the flow of its 
products into Canada by impos 
ing” “voluntary” quotas were 
ulrealistic. 

The Japanese delegation told 
‘he Tariff Board that “due rec- 
Ognition” was not being given 
to The quota system. 

This wat immediately at- 
tacked by the textiles institute, 
spokesinan for the Canadian 
ind@atry, Economist Eric 
Hehmer said the Japanese set 
the quotas so high that they 
were HOt a “restraining influ- 
ence. 

He cited the quota on cot- 
ton blouses and sports shirts, 
under which the Japanese eX- 
porters are allowed to ship up 
to 41 per cent of the number 
manufactured in Canada. 

The Japanese said proposed 
tariff increases would make it 
nearly impossible for them 10 
maintain their eotten trade 
with Canada. At the game time, 
the inereases would have little 


effect on U.S. imports, the 
Japanese added. 
The United States supplies 


about one-quarter of the cotton 
goods sold in the $500 million- 
a-vear Canadian market. The 
Japanese share is small but 
growing rapidiy year by year, 
Japan has been a prime target 
of the Canadian industry since 
the beginning of the present 
hearing more than three weeks 
ago. The ‘textiles institute 


felaimed the Japanese had a 
great advantage over most 
other nations because of the low 
wages paid in Japan. As a re 
sult, the institute urged the 
adoption of special curbs against 
Japanese imports. 


To Imamura of Osaka, a direc- 
tor of the Japan Cotton Textile 
Exporters’ Association, said 
later that such curbs “could 
damage the entire structure of 
good trade relations between 
Canada and Japan,” 


Imamura attending the hear- 
ing a8 an observer, said Japa- 
nese purchases frorn Canada 
had jurnped since the signing of 
the 1954 trade agreement be- 
tween the two countries. 


Last year Japan bought more 
than $139 million worth of 
Canadian products while selling 
just over $61 million worth to 
Canada. 

“This imbalance of trade is 
already a major problem and 
tariff discrimination of Canada 
would seriousiy aggravate the 
situation,” the Japanese textile 
representative said. 

‘Japan asks no more than the 
same trading oapportunities 
granted to practically every 
other nation in the world,” he 
added.

DETROIT (AP) — Operation 
schedule adjustments an 
nounced Friday by the auto in 
dustry for manufacturing and 
assembly plants indicated a 
slight upturn in industry em- 
ployment this week.

At the same time some 60,000 
workers, idied last week by 
shutdowns at big three man's 
facturing plants, were expected 
to return to work Monday. 
Thus industry employment is 
expected to pick up by some 
30,000 jobs, 

The iayofis in assembly 
plants this week and In mant- 
facturing plants last week are 
part of an effort by the industry 
to reduce anh inventory of 850, 
000 unsold cars. 

General Motors Corp. will 
suspend passenger car produc- 
tlon for one week starting 
Monday at nine of its Chevrolet 
assembly plants, This will idle 
about 21,500 workers on assem- 
biv lines, 

Ford Motor Co., which clos 
ed seven Ford assembly plants 
last week, plans to put them 
back into production this week. 
Assembiy of passenger— cars 
wil be halted at the San 
Jose, Calif.. plant this week, 
idling 1500 workers. 

Chrysier Corp. will suspend 
production this week at its 
Dxxige Main plant here, idling 
4900, and at its Piymouth 
Division plant in Evaneville, 
ind., idling 3,000. The company 
plans to resume production at 
ite Chrysier and De Soto plants 
in Detroit and at the Chrysler 
aseembiy plant in Los Angeles, 
which were shut down last 
week, 

The United Auto Workers 
Union estimates that employ- 
ment in the auto industry is 
down more than 200,000 from 
the peak level of last fall. The 
union figures that the big three 
car makers had 407,720 hourly 
workers at the end of March this 
year as compared with 614,000 
last fall. 

Meanwhile, 14 top General 
Motors executives who also are 
directors of the corporation 
were awarded more than $4% 
million in salaries and bonuses 
last year, the annual proxy 
statement shows.

Spindle Shortage 


Foreseen in 1960 

The Textile Equipment Coun- 
cil has estimated that the total 
for the nation’s synthetic fiber 
spindles will be 524,000 short of 
the required number of 1,788,000 
in 1960. 

Spindles of such type register- 
ed officially at present number 
1,264,000. A general increase 
is expected, however, in the 
number of spindles for various 
kinds of chemical fibers to be- 
yond the required level in 1960. 

The excess rate for spindles 
of various kinds for the year, 
according to council estimates, 
ranges from 0.4 to 26.4 per cent. 

The council feels, however, 
that the problem of excess 
equipment should be solved by 
increasing the demand for che- 
mical fibers.

Peru, Israel 
Invite Japan 
Plant Team 


The Japan Plant. Association 
has instructed its fertilizer plant 
export mission in Brazil to visit 
Peru and Israel en route home 
in response to recent requests 
from the two nations. 


The association, engaged in 
promoting Japanese pliant equip- 
ment export, had been approach- 


technical cooperation in the 
factory. The mill will have an 
annual productivity of 100,000 


tonsa. 


The association has also re 
ceived a similar proposal from 
the Israel Government for pur- 
chase of plant equipment for 
construction of a urea and an 
ammonium sulphate factory, 
each capable of 50,000 to 100,000 
tons annually. 


Inquiries for technical a® 
sistance in constructing fertil'- 
zer factories increased after the 
association exported its first 
¥9.200 million urea plant & 
Pakistan last year. 


The association sent its mist 
sion to Brazil on receipt of an 


inguiry. 

The Peruvian and _ Israel 
projects are much larger than 
the Pakistani project, which 


cost around ¥50 million. 


More Bank Loans 
Made Than Deposits 


Japan’s 12 major banks loan- 
ed out more money than their 
deposits increased during the 
last fiscal year, with seven, such 
as Fuji, Mitsubishi and Sanwa, 
showing a conspicuous trend to- 
ward “overiending.” 

According to a checkup made 
by authorities, the combined 
deposits in the 12 major banks 
showed an increase of ¥448,700 
million dur fiscal 1957 to 
reach ¥3,576,000 million by the 
end of March, 

Total loans, however, increas- 
ed by ¥517,000 million to ¥3,- 
008,200 million, thus showing an 
overloan amounting to ¥68,300 
million during fiecal 1957. 

The annual rate of increase 
in deposits declined tangibly, 
although some banks recorded 
increases. 

For instance, Fuji Bank's de- 
posits went up by ¥51,600 mil- 
lion during the last fiscal year 
but this was only one half of 
the ¥100,100 million figure for 
the previous fiscal year. 

The drop in deposits were at- 
tributable to a wide-range with- 
drawal by the Government of 
private funds and to its tight 
money policy. 

The increased loans came 
from a rush of demands for 
equipment, operation and stock- 
financing funds.

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Import to Live 
The tourist season is now in full bloom, For the 
average Japanese this may not be evident, unless he hap- 
pens to be in the places where the tourists congregate. But 
ask any one of these visitors scrambling for hotel reser- 
vations or other accommodations and he will likely give 
his impressions as a harried and often frustrated customer. 
For the past several years the number of vacation- 
ers from abroad has been increasing at a very great rate. 
Already the tourist industry is the eighth biggest earner 
of foreign currency for Japan.

Elections and Policies 


Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi and Chairman Mosa- 
buro Suzuki of the Opposition party met last Friday to 


confer on the date and method of Diet dissolution. 


It was 


an event unprecedented in Japan’s parliamentary history, 
and immediately after that the Prime Minister disclosed 
that he had decided to dissolve the House of Representa- 


tives this month. 


There can be no doubt that the decision was a wise 
one, even if it was rather delayed. 


The date of the general election was set for May 22. 
Mr. Kishi has been under severe Socialist attack for months 
for never having tested the popularity of his administra- 
tion at the polls, and the anticipated election is naturally 


expected to be a test of his 


strength as well as Japan's 


ties with the United States and the West. 
It need hardly be said that the election is of par- 


ticular importance in that it 


will be the first to be held 


since the establishment in this country of the present 
System of two major opposing parties, which took place 
two and a half years ago when the Liberals and Demo- 
crats were unified and the leftist and rightist Socialist 


parties merged into one, 


There is every reason, therefore, that the voting public 
should desire to know exactly what are the respective 
policies of the two opposing parties and whether they are 


really competent for the task 


of carrying them into effect. 


It is to be hoped, thus, that the leaders of both par- 
ties should clarify their respective positions so that not 
the slightest shadow of doubt be left about them, and the 
election battle should be fought, fairly and squarely, on 
the sole basis of their policies. 


It is with much regret that we notice factional strife 
is again becoming intensified within each party. Such 
state of affairs may have come from the lack of control 
on the part of party leaders, or it may have originated in 
the excessive pursuit of private interests on the part of 


individual politicians. 


In any case, we are aware that it is 


hardly eliminable. Yet we cannot but signify our deepest 


dissatisfaction at those who 


are ready to forget the im- 


portance of elections, being engrossed in a struggle for in- 


fluence within a party.

One disturbing feature of 
these movements, however, is 
the almost complete subjuga- 
tion of reason to emotion, the 
almost childlike readiness to ac- 
cept appearances for” reality. 
To many observers, this peace- 
atany price attitude is danger- 
ously reminiscent of public op) 
nion in prewar Europe, which, 
by inhibiting the defensive pre 
parations of the Allied coun- 
tries, encouraged Hitler to 
ever greater aggressions, 

Same Pattern 

The Soviet Union has done 
everything it can to foster this 
attitude. On the one hand, it 
has placed itself in the vangu- 
ard of the peace movement, of- 
fering easy panaceas for the 
world’s problems based soiely 
pn mutua) trust. On the other 
hand, it flexes its military might 
at every occasion and threatens 
the world with atomic annihi- 
lation.

Behind Move 


One cannot help speculating 
on what other considerations 
lay behind the Soviet move, be- 
sides the evident ones of ern- 
barrassing the West and mak- 
ing propaganda capital. 


Foremost in their minds 
must have been the adverse ef- 
fect the assumption by Nikita 
Khruehchev of the Premiership 
would have on a world opin- 
lon iil-prepared for such a de- 
velopment. Combined with his 
position of First Secretary of 
the Communist Party, Khrush- 
chev now has undisputed cor 
trol over the only two sources 
of power in the Soviet Union. 


Apart from laying the ghost 
of “collective leadership” to 
rest, which many had viewed 
hopefully as a force for mod- 
eration and a curb to dictatori- 
al abuses and excesses, the ana- 
logy to be drawn between Sta- 
lin and Khrushchev, even to 
the purges and plots by which 
they gained power, is too close 
for anyone’s peace of mind.

Welfare in Burma 


Burma is a relatively small 
country which, until recently, 
has endured troubled times. Yet 
the Burmese Government has 
not only-held its own but got 
the better of a dangerous Com- 
munist rebellion. It has also 
managed to launch an imagina- 
tive program of social recon- 
struction. The aim of the 
Burmese Government is to get 
up a welfare state and a start 
has been made with a scheme 
for social security. 

This is a pioneering project 
because in the past there were 
virtually no schemes of sickness 
insurance, elther private or na- 
tional. First implementation has 
taken the form of a pilot scheme 
covering Rangoon, Mandalay 
and a number of other designat- 
ed areas. 

The project applies to all peo- 
ple employed in factories with 
more than 10 workérs and it in- 
cludes also all workers in pub- 
lic transport and also in estab 
lishments controlled by the de- 
fense services. The scheme 
came into operation on Jan. 1, 
1956. A report has been pub 
lished on how it functioned dur- 
ing the first year and three 
quarters. 

The report is encouraging 
reading. In the 12 months end- 
ing in September 1957, nearly 
a quarter of a million attend- 
ances were registered in the 
seven dispensaries which are 
controlled directly by the Social 
Security Board, Another 200,000 
attendances were recorded at 
the dispensaries of the private 
establishments which act on the 
board’s behalf. Over 6,000 in- 
sured persons were treated in 
their own homes. That service 
seems to have been particularly 
appreciated. Besides medical 
care, the scheme provides for 
maternity benefits and benefits 
in respect of accidents incurred

The scheme is administered 
in a businesslike way. It is not 
state charity. It is a genuine in- 
surance scheme to which em- 
ployers make the chief financial 
contribution.

The report comments on the 
regularity with which payments 
have been made. Only one 
group of employers—the Cheroot 
Manufacturers—has been in seri- 
ous arrears and they have now 
agreed to pay these off. Two 
years after the start of the plan 
its financial position is very 
firm. Outpayments have been 
lower than was budgeted for and 
the fund has acquired a com- 
fortable surplus. 


The Burmese Government has 
drawn freely on international 
experience and the International 
Labor Office, for example, has 
given much help, but the suc 
cess of the scheme is due to the 
hard work of those who actually 
operate it and to the cooperative 
spirit of the Burmese people. 

Once the pilot scheme was 
tested the next step was its ex- 
pafision to cover larger areas 
and this is now taking place. 

A report of this kind is a re- 
freshing document in a world 
too much given over to polemics 
and to news of barren strife. 
It shows a democratic state act- 
ing with conscience and, in its 
beneficent aspect, it is an augury 
of development of social serv- 
ices on a much larger scale. 
Burma may devise models which 
Other countries in Asia may 
wish to copy. That is the moral 
of this constructive feat of so- 
cial engineering.

Ban on Travel

Again the ques- 
tion, why? 

It te this constant need to 
speculate on the reasons and 
motives for Soviet acts, without 
any hope of ever knowing the 
true case, that places the prob- 
lems of nuclear testing, disar- 
mament, and world peace in 
clearer perspective. The Com- 
munists insist that their solu- 
tions be accepted on trust alone 
and reject a system of mutual 
control and supervision which 
would provide the necessary 
guarantees that the obligations 
would be honored. Yet with 
freedom of movement arbitrart- 
ly restricted and with neither 
a public opinion nor a free press 
to check them, they retain a 
complete freedom to act In any- 
Way at anytime they choose 
This is not the case in the Free 
World.

Soviet Troop Withdrawal Token Gesture

BUDAPEST (INS) — Soviet 
troop withdrawal from Hu 
gary is considered only a part 
of the Communist giobal 
gesture to secure a summit con- 
ference. 

And the gesture made in Hua- 
gary is the smallest of them ail. 

The pianned withdrawal of 
17,000 Russian soldiers rep- 
resents less than 14 per cent of 
total Soviet forces now in Hun- 
gary. In East Germany Rus- 
sia is withdrawing 22 per cent 
of her total force while the 
biggest effort is being made in 
the Far East. with the Chinese 
claiming they are withdrawing 
all of their “volunteer” divisions 
from North Korea. 

World communism has picked 
these areas for the gestures of 
withdrawal because they mean 
the most to the West. Korea 
is where American, British 
and other Western lives were 
lost. Germany comes next in 
importance because Western 
politicians believe lasting peace 
can be had only with settle- 
ment of the German problem. 

Littie Hungary gets short 
shrift because she represented 
least to the West—only a brief 
flare-up of sentimentality and 
emotion during the shortdived 
revolution. 

Russia didn’t care enough 
about her gesture of with- 
drawal from Hungary to even 
have it mean anything mili- 
tarily. A streamlining of the 
troops In the past vear leaves 
them more efficient despite the 
reduction in numbers,  Fire- 
power and maneuverability re- 
main the same or better. 

Before the withdrawal of the 
17,000 the number of Soviet 
troops in Hungary was 125,000 
consisting of eight armored 
and motorized divisions of 10,- 
000 men each plus 10,000 Arr 
Force men and the remainder 
in such special troops as 
signals, artillery, engineers and 
radar and security forces. 

All of these Foviet forces are 
known to be fine crack units 
from Western Russia and the 
Ukraine. Alt are excellently 
equipped and well disciplined. 
Their tank wuhits have been 
brought up to date with the 
replacement of all T34 tanks 
by T5S4s. All 80 mm. antiair- 
craft artillery has been replaced 
by 100 mm. radar controlled 
guns and ali infantry units 
have been equipped with six by 
six armored personnel carriers. 

In view of Westerners here 
the withdrawal of 17,000 did 
nothing to decrease efficiency~. 
to the contrary it may have 
removed a lot of dead wood.

That the fourth private trade 
fiasco has ended the way it has, 
should come as No surprise to 
anyone who has followed close- 
ly the events relative to it for 
the past months. 


In a speech, published in The 
Japan Times some time ago, 
Foreign Minister Fujiyarna re- 
ferred to trade with continental 
China as a “necessary evil.” 
Subsequent assurances from cer- 
tain Governmental quarters, re- 
affirming ad infinitum non- 
recognition and indeed abhor- 
rence to any trade with Red 
China except as an unfortunate 
necessity, implied or otherwise, 
bolls down in plain English to 
the following: “We don’t like 
you, we don't even want to 
know you, but if you want 
trade, then, ... come here and 
trade!” 


No self-respecting nation can 
be expected to trade under such 
circumstances. I do not think 
Japan would do so, if the pos 
tion were reversed. Constant 
harping on nonrecognition, of 
the dangers of such trade, et 
cetera can have only one effect.

Dis- 
cipline is so severe one Hun- 
garian said “we can report 
misdemeanors to Russian offi- 
cers bul we are so certain the 
soldier will be shot we hesitate 
to do it.” Despite this discipline 
however, it is impossible to have 
So large an occupying force 
squatting in a small country 
without everyone knowing all 
about it. 

Hungarians including non- 
Communists hope for a summit 
conference and if the Russian 
gesture of withdrawal helps get 
a conference they will be pleas- 
ed. But they have no illusions 
that the gesture itself means 
anything.
